The two Murray brothers, who were ar- 
rested in St. Louis, charged with being ac- 
eessories to the murder of Conductor Fitz- 
william, were transferred from the city jail 
to the one at Clayton, the crime having been 
committed in the county. 

They have admitted being in the car the 
night Fitzwilliam was murdered, but claim 
that they were induced to join George Kirby 
and William Hensley ona ‘‘little lark“ and

Yesterday they swore out a warrant, charg- 
ing George Kirby, alias Charles Williams, 
with having fired the shot that killed Fitz- 
william and also charging William Hensley, 
alias Jonah, with being an accessory to 
the murder. They claim that Hensley was 
the man who pulled the trolley trom the 


wire. 

STATEMENTS ABOUT M'OCOLLOCH MURDER, 

Bat their statements made to Sheriff Gar- 
rett day before yesterday are even more sen- 
sational. and, if true, will undoubtedly lead 
to the conviction of the assassins who 80 
ruthiessiy shot down Cashier McOolloch 
while defending his property and home at 
Benwood on that fatal Friday night in May. 

The motive which induced these two men 
to make their statements can only be attrib- 
uted toa desire to revenge themselves upon 
the man who was the cause of their present 
confinement in jall charged with being ac- 


cessory to a murder. 
Sheriff Garrett has weighed all this, how- 
ever, and accepted the statements for what 


they are worth. 

It is the corroborative evidence he has 
at hand, and more which he ex- 
pects to secure, that ne relies 
upon as much as upon the statements of the 
Murray brothers to establish the guilt of the 


parties they accuse. . 
The two negroes claim that on several oc- 


casions since last July George Kirby, altas 
Charles Williams, in their presence and in 
the presence of others openly boasted that 
he anda pal of his went out to Woodstock 
for the purpose of burglartzing the home of 
Mr. McColloch, which sets ona blut some 
distance back from the railroad station.

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THE MURDER. 


One of the Most Mysterious Killings Ever 
Knowa in the County. 

The murder of Benjamin McMacken McCol- 

loch occurred at 2 o’clock fon the morning of 


Saturday, May 20. It was one of the most 
wantonly brutal and at the same time most 
mysterious killing that ever occurred inst. 
Louis County. Mr. McColloch, who was pay- 
ing teller of the State Bank of Missouri 
at Fourth and Locust streets, and lived in 
the suburbs. His home wasa ten-room cot- 
tage situated on a bluff just opposite the 
littie station known as Woodstock on the 
Wabash Kaliway, one mlle this side of Fer- 
guson. Mr. McCalloch came home on the 
fatal Thursday evening as usual, 
entertained a few friends after 
supper and when his son and 
daughters, who had been toa church fair, 
returned about 11 o’clock, he had already re- 
tired. The next time they saw him he was 
lying on the outer porch at full length, 
dressed only in his nightgown, his head 
pool of blood. They had 
suddenly roused from their 
by two pistol shots. Miss 
Zaidu, the 19-year-old daughter, had heard 
them first, and she roused her brother Will, 
He rushed down stairs and found his father 
with a bullet hole in his right temple and ap- 
parently dead. He hurried over to the stable, 
awoke the hired man, and saddling a horse 
rode to the farm of Michal Fagin, who 
lived on the next farm. Fagin returned to 
the McColloch household while the son went 
to Ferguson for Dr. Dougias. When Fagin 
got to the house he found that Mr. McCol-. 
loch was quite dead and with the hired man 
carried his lifeless body into the house. 
They then set about comforting the 
female members of the stricken household 
and when Pr. Douglass returned from Fer- 
—— with young McUolloch lights were 
procdred, and a thorough examination of 
the premises made. Dr. Vouglass found that 
the murdered man had been shot in the right 
templethe Dall passing through the head 
and emerging on left side. The skin, near 
the point where the ball entered,was powder 
burned. His double-barreled breech-loader 
with one shell empty was found lying be- 
neath him. His fianneil shirt was torn and 
two of the buttons had been pulled off and 
fallen into the pool of biood beneath the 
dead man’s head. A short distance from the 
body a blue steel #s8-caliber self-acting 
revolver was found. On the handle 
the letter H'“ had been cut. Two pleces 
of broken collar-bone were also found near 
by. The dead man’s trousers, containing all 
his money, were found undisturbed just in- 
side the window of the sitting-room, which 
is just off the porch. 

At the time ot the killing the generally ac- 
cepted theory deduced from these eireum- 
stances was that a burglar had 
visited tbe house for the pur- 
pose of robbery; had been surprised 
by Mr. MecColloch and had grappled with 
him, Mr. MeceOolloch fired one shot atthe 
burglar which went wide of its mark, and 
then the intruder pulled his trigger with 
better alm. The factthata chuir had been 
overturned in thesitting room where Mr. 
McColloch slept, and that a window had been 
left open leading thereto from the porch, 
zave rise to the suspicion that the 
burglar had climbed in through the window 
and was making off with. Mr. McColioch’s 
trousers when the latter detected him, 
jumped from his bed and grappled with the 
burglar in his fatal struggle. Various other 
reasons wen advanced, the authori- 
ties were notined and rewards 
Offered for the culprits’ apprehension 
bat despite all thisnoclew was ever obtained 
for several months to the perpetrators of the 
deed. Several negroes were arrested on 
suspicion, but all were released. The Cor- 
oner’s jury, composed of L. P. Yancey, Jas. 
Geiger, J. 5. Waters, Chas, January, Daniel 
Layton and John Osborne, held an 
inguest, but only rendered a verdict 
to the effect that Mr. McColloeh 
es mo to his death from the effects of a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by a pistol in the :hands 
of some person unknown to the B a Mr. 
McColloch atthe time of his dea was 61 
years ot age and had lived in the suburbs 
nearly all his life. He was a widower but 
left four children, Wimam 22, Zaida 19, 
Annie 17 and Belle 16.

The proposition is eminently practical 
throughout, It offers relief to the unem- 
ployed of St. Louis through the charity of the 
public, and at the same time, in return for 
the fund to be raised for this purpose, it will 
secure the establishment of a beautiful boat - 
ing and skating lake in Forest Park. 

The great essential point at the outset is to 
get this plan into practical operation at 
once, or without one hour’s unnecessary 
delay. 

The Lindell Street Rallway Co. of St. Louis 
has already promised to the fund a subscrip- 
tion of $20,000, thus making practicable the 
immediate opening of the proposed work.

RIOTS IN SICILY. 


The Uprising May End Disastrously to 
Italy. 


RoME, Jan. 6.— The troubles in Siclly grow 
dally. The task of restoring order will be a 
difficult one fora nation in the situation that 
Italy is to-day, with a strong factor in the 
Parliament hostile to and eager to checkmate 
every move of the Ministry. 

Riforma declares that important and com- 
pfomising documents were discovered in the 
residences of Sig. .Giuffrida, member of 
the Chamber of Deputies, and the head 
of the Sicilian Secret Society Fasci 
dei -Lavoratori, and other leaders in 
the Sicilian troubles. This discovery led to 
the search of the residence in this city of the 
priest; Urso, cure of Santa Lucio, who was 
arrested, together wit his sister, his nephew 
and the Sacr!stan. The Parlamento reaffirms 
the report that attempts have been made to 
cut the cable between Sicily andthe main- 
land and destroy the railways in Sicily. 

Private dispatches from Trapani state that 
the towns in Sicily in which riots occur pre- 
sent a desperate spectacie. The damage 
done during the disorders is beyond calcula- 
tion. 

A telegram from the Commune of Colonna, 
in Calabria, says that a mob which collected 
with the pretext of desiring the liberation of 
an individual who had been arrested for 
riotous conduct, stormed the mayoralty and 
smashed the windows. The gendarmes ar- 
rived and dispersea the mob. The municipal 
authorities have abolished the Octroi taxes, 
There have been similar scenes in other dis- 
tricts of Calabria. 

Peremptory orders have been sent to the 
prefects to assure, by force if necessary, the 
application of the new taxes. The informa- 


tion has also been sent to Gen. Morra di Liv- 
riano that the state of siege is equivaient to 
postponing for two months the maturity of 
Dankers“ bills. 

The Parlamento states that the Austrian and 
German Consulates last summer were in- 
formed of the Government’s extensive con- 
tra band traffic in arms in Sicily. It also as- 
serts that the United States Consul at 
Palermo recently received from France a 
number of mysterious consiguments of arms 
and money for a firm who were not ac- 
quainted with the senders. 

Placards have been affixed to public baild-. 
ings in this city, reading: No more taxes;’’ 
No more octrol.’* The police defaced these 
placards and are taking steps to prevent the 
posting ofany more of them. Dispatches 
received from Palermo this afternoon say that 
a better feeling prevails in Sicily, but that 
the agitation continues in several com- 
munes. 


SAIL FOR RIO. 


Peixoto’s Big Battle Ships Leave Toulon 
for Brazil. 


New YORK, Jan. 6,—A cablegram contain- 
ing news of a portentous nature to the 
Brazilian insurgents was received to-day 
from Toulon, France, by Flint & Co. The 
only fact made public was: ‘‘Brazilian war- 
ships leaving immediately. 

The ships are the Riachuelo and Benjamin 
Constant, undergoing repairs in Toulon when 
the revolution broke out. Chas. R. Flint 
said that for some reason it nad been dim - 
cult to obtain news hitherto as to 
these ships. To-day’s dispatch was 
from a trusted private source. He said: 1 
regard the news as highly important, for 
with these ships Peixoto’s eventual triumph 
is now assured, The Riachuelo is a battle 
ship of the Aquidaban style, more powerful, 
and the ship is more than a match for the 
star of the Insurgent fleet.

Miss 
Fanny was a great favorite and the news of 
her attempted self. destruction traveled from 
one floor to another of the store with light- 
ning rapidity and in a short time the clerks 
had crowded around thé prostrate form of 
the young lady, many of them thinking she 


was already dead. 

The affair was brought about by the young 
lady being givena noteinthe envelope with 
her week’s wages that her service; were no 
longer required. She had been with the 
firm for six years, and during the 
holiday season had worked until 11 o’clock 
at night very frequently, and since then she 
has been working overtime taking stock.

Charges Made Against the East St. 
Louis Jockey Club Managers. 


MADISON OFFICIALS ALLEGE CONSPIR- 
ACY AND ATTEMPTED BRIBERY. 


Claim the Rival Track Has Feen Resort- 
ing to Unfair Means to Ruin Tnem— 
The Matter in Lawyers’ Hands—The 
Accused Deny the Charges in Toto. 


The fight between the East St. Louis and 
Madison tracks is growing more bitter. The 
Madison people claim that the East St. Louis 
people have been conspiring to wreck their 
trac. They charge conspiracy and at- 
tempted bribery against Ed Butler, P. A. 
Brady and Joe Ullman of the East Side 
Jockey Club. These charges they claim to 
have laid before Gov. Chas. P. Johnson, to 
see if there is any law to reach the alleged 
offenders. The Madison officials say Gov. 
Johnson ts satisfied that the charge of con- 
spiracy can be sustained, and that he is 
looking into the matter with a view to mak- 
ing the charge of attempted bribery also 
hold good. The East St. Louis track officials 
deny the charges which they characterize 
as an ‘‘advertising scheme.’’ 

Secretary P. H. Newman of the Madison 
Turf Association, the syndicate now in 
charge of the Madison track, saia last night: 

he other day Joe Ullman sent a friend to 
Sam Adler, the Treasurer of our syndicate, 
and asked him to meet and talk over the war 
between the two race tracks. Mr. Adler did 
not care to meet Joe Ullman, but at the ur- 
gent request of mutual friends consented to 
the interview. Mr. Ullman asked Mr. Adler 
what could be done to end the 
war between tde two race tracks, 
and to bring the racing up to 
a dignified plane. Mr. Adler suggested that 
the two tracks commence to charge admis- 
sion atthe gate; that they raise the trans- 
portation fare to the tracks to 25 cents; that 
they make the booking privilege $100 per 
day; that they sell programmes for 10 cents; 
that they put racing ona legitimate and 
decent platform; that they fight honestly 
and squarely, simply with a viewto the 
survival of the fittest. Mr. Uliman was not 
willing to consent to any such fair and 
square dealing as this. He proposed 
that Mr. Adler, in whose name 
the Madison lease then appeared, should sell 
out his partners and transfer the lease to 
the East Side Jockey Club. Mr. Ullman 
promised Mr. Adler a monetary reward as 
well as a good big interest in the business of 
the East Side Jockey Club. Mr. Adler told 
Mr. Ullman that he would take the matter 
under advisement, called a meeting of the 
Madison syndicate and immediately notified 
its members of the proposition Ullman had 
made him. 

It was probably a day or two later that 
Mr. C. Db. Comfort, while seated in his office 
in St. Louls received a call from Ed Butler. 
‘Acouple of friends of mine,’ said Mr. But- 
ler, ‘would like to meet you; they are over 
at my office and I wish you would step over 
there with me and see them.’ Mr. Comfort 
put on his coat and went with Mr. Butler to 
the latter’s office. On his arrival there he 
found Joe Uliman and P. A. Brady. Joe Un- 
man and Brady were introduced to Mr. Com- 
fort by Mr. Butler forthe first time, Ullman 
acting as the spokesman of the party. He 
said to Mr. Comfort: ‘I want you to 
transfer that lease of yours of 
the Madison track from the Madison Turf 
Association to the East Side Jockey Club. 
You may name your own terms. Money cuts 
no figure in this matter.’ Mr. Comfort re- 


led: The lease is entirely out of my hands, 
on i am in no tion to forfeit it.’ Mr.

While we were seated there 
Uuman made the proposition to me to pur- 
chase the lease of the Madison race track, 
which is now in possession of the Madison 
Turf Association. simply replied to their 
proposition that the lease had passed 
out of my hands, and that if they 
wanted it they would have to deal 
with the Madison Turf Association direct. 
Ullman then said: Tou might let one of the 
monthly A lapse and the lease will 
then de forfeited by the Madison Turf Associ- 
ation by default.”

The East Side Jockey Ciub tried to 
buy up the Merchants’ Terminal Co, They 
tried to bribe them to quit our entire train 
service.

A PATHETIC SUICIDE. 


George Winchester, Ejected From His 
Wife’s House, Reddens Her Doorstep. 


New ORLEAKS, La., Jan. 6.—A sensational 
suicide occurred this morning on Carondelet 
near Josephine street, in the heartof the 
most fashionable residence portion of the 
city. 

George Winchester, a man of middle age, 
of une family and good position, being a 
Government sugar weigher, shot himself in 
the right temple because his wife refused to 
meet his overtures for a reconciliation. 

Mrs. Winchesteris the daughter of Capt. 
T. P. Leathers, the wealthy steamboatman. 
For some time past family troubles have 
separated Winchester and his wife. This 
morning he called at her aristocratic home 
to effect a reconciliation with her and their 
two children. Inu this ne was unsuccessful, 
and his wife’s family forcibly ejected him 
from the house. As he landed upon 
the sidewalk, Winchester looked sadly 
at the windows of the building 


and then placed the muzzle of his revolver 
to his head and fired. Immediately there 
was a shriek and a woman emerged from the 
Leathers’ home and, rushingup to the pros- 
trate form of ber husband, Mrs. Winchester 
tenderiy caressed him and covered his face 
with kisses, hardly desisting while her 
brothers carried him into the house from 
which they had just thrown him. All atten- 
tion to the unfortunate mas was in vaio, 
and Winchester died inside of an hour.

THE DEMOCRATS POWERLESS TO PRO- 
DUCE A WORKING QUORUM. 


The Defection of Party Kickers Against 
the Tariff Allowed the Republicans to 
Renew and Continue Their Filibus- 
tering Tactics—There Were 183 Dem 

Present, but Several Qbsti- 

Refused to Vote—Order for 
of Absentees.

WaSHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—The farce 
which has continued in the House for the 
past four days, culminated this afternoon in 
the adoption of an order authorizing the 
Sergeant-at-Arms to employ a sufficient 
number of deputies to place under arrest all 
members of the House whoare absent with- 
out leave. This sensational move was forced 
by the refusal of five disgruntled Democrats 
to vote to make up a Democratic quorum 80 
that Republican  filibustering could be 
checked and the tariff programme taken up 
without further delay. 

Speaker Orisp's resolution adopted at the 
caucus had comparatively little effect, as 
the five outspoken opponents of the Wilson 
bill persisted in their course of obstruction. 

There was a Democratic quorum in the 
House to-day, but the refusal of this small 
coterie of kicxers to record their votes, al- 
lowedthe Republicans to renew their fill- 
bustering tactics. These five men were 
Sibley of Pennsylvania, Sperry of Connecti- 
cut, Haines of New York, English of New 
Jersey and Geary of California. All these 
men were present, and made no sign of dis- 
sent when the Crisp reso.utions calling upon 
all Democratic members to be present at 
each daily session and vote, were adopted. 
The roll calls revealed the fact that 183 Demo- 
crats, exclusive of the Speaker, were in the 
House, but the defelcation of this small 
number of bolting Democrats was sufficient 
to prolong the deadlock for another day. 

As on the three preceding days the Repub- 
licans made the Boutelle Hawalian resolu- 
tions the pretext for further embarrassing 
the Democratic leaders in their efforts to in- 
augurage the tariff debate. The irrepressible 
Mr. Boutelle was again to the front insisting 


1 that his attack on the President was a ques- 


tion of higher privilege than the report from 
the Committee on Rules. 

Mr. Reed endeavored to add to thecon- 
fusion by sarcastically expressing the hope 
that the Speaker would carefully congider 
the point raised by his colieague before 
making a ruling. Speaker Crisp wasatrifie 
irritated by this ironical refiection, 
but maintained his usual composure. He re- 
torted somewhat coolly that Mr. Reed did 
not seem to understand the matter thorough- 
ly. Hethen proceeded toexplain the exact 
status of the Boutelle resolution by stating in 
effect that it could not be disposed of until 
the presence of a quorum had been disclosed. 
Speaker Crisp ruled furthermore that the 
regular order was a consideration of the 
resolution presented by Gen. Catchings, 
which related to the tariff discussion. 

Mr. Boutelle entered a vigorous protest and 
asked that the Chairrefiect before announc- 


ing its decision. 

The Speaker declared angrily that any in- 
sinuation that the Chair did not reflect was a 
reflection on the Chair. 

Mr. Boutelle. with a sarcastic smile, dis- 
claimed any intention of reflecting upon the 
Speaker, but again urged that the question 
should be well reflected upon. He was cut 
short by the Speaker, who announced sharply 
that the Chair had already ruled.

This outbreak caused an uproar in the 
House, which was increased by the declara-

The Speaker then orderedthe call of the 
yeas and nays on the motion for the previous 
guestion on Gen. Catching’s resolution. 

The clerk had not called more than a dozen 
bames before the uproar became so deafen- 
ing that he could scarcely be heard. 

Mr. Burrows endeavored to secure recogni- 
tion, but he was cut off by the Speaker, who 
said the roll call could not be Interrupted. 

Republicans on this call abstained from 
voting and, as on the preceding days, the 
absence of a Democratic quorum was dis- 
closed. Only 168 Democrats responded to the 
call. Seven Democratic members who are 
supporting the tariff bill and who voted on 
ail subsequent roll calis failed to respond oa 
this vote. If they had been present the Dem- 
ocrats would have lacked four of a quorum, 
These men were Beltzhoover of Pennsyl- 
vania, Campbell of New York, Griffin of 
Michigan, Ikirt of Ohio, McMillin of Tennes- 
see, Patterson of Tennessee and Swanson of 
Virginia. 

The quintette of bolters, had they voted on 
the first roll- call, would have put an end to 
the faree by making up a Democratic 
quorum, They just sat in their seats, but 
refused to answer to their names.

**I ghall continue to refuse to vote. The 
bill was not taken into caucus.

LOTS OF LOTTERIES, 


New Orleans Is Not Yet Rid of the 
Pest, 


New ORLEANS, La., Jan. 6,—Notwithstand- 
ing repeated raids of the police, the lottery 
shops are still in operation in every part of 
the city. Twenty-five to thirty arrests have 
been made dally since the day the new con- 
cern began its operations, but as each policy 
shop-keeper is arrested an agent of the com- 
pany appears, bonds the prisoner and he 
resumes his place in his lottery den. 

A number ofthe raids have been accom- 
panied by seizure of tickets, records and the 
other paraphernalia. This will have to stop 
for the present, City Attorney O’Sullivan 
siding withthe lottery people and having 
given an opinion that the seizures of ma- 
terlals were unlawful. He has also held that 
it was insufficient that the police 
detected the venders in the fiagrant 
act to warrant arrests and maintains they 
must not jall any vendor until an affidavit 
has been made and a warrantissued. This 
materially hampers the police, but whole- 
sale arrests continue to be made. 

The New Orleans Premium Club, the con- 
cern now running the lottery shops, still 
assert that the hicher courts will declare the 
existing law against lotteries unconstitu- 
tional and allow them to conduct thé dail 
lottery until the first of next year, when all 
lottery becomes unlawful by provisions of 
the constitution. 

Messrs. John A. Morris, Conrad and How- 
ard, who were active in the affairs of the 
now defunct Loulsiana State Lottery Oo., 
are reported as indignantly denying that 
they are connected in any way with the con- 
cern that is now defying the law at every 
street corner.

20’clock this morning. Shortly before noon 
to-day he again called upon the President 
and spent several hours discussing the latest 
developments in the affair. It was stated 
later by a gentleman who had a short con- 
ference with the President that the press 
GQispatches from Auckland were prac- 
tically confirmed by Minister Willis’ 
telegram. The Minister’s communications 
to the State Department were nearly 
1,500 words in length, and there is little 
doubt that they contain fall advices, and 
‘that the statement made yesterday that the 
epartment would wait until Wednesday for 
A fuli report we Mall was simply a subterfuge 
to gain time. Itis argued here that if the 
reports trom Auckland were incorrect, 
Becretary Gresham would have lost no time 
in making a positive declaration to that ef- 
fect, for the position of the Adrhinistration 
has deen rendered exceedingly embarrassing 
by the latest reported action of Minister 
Willis. 
A prominent Democrat who has heretofore 
consulted freely with Secretary Gresham and 
the President on the Hawaiian question, 
said to your correspondent to-day: I do not 
think it is fairto charge the Administration 
with double dealing in its treatment of Con- 
gress. The difficulty, in my opinion, is due 
entirely to a too implicit reliance on the 
Queen's determination not to concede the 
terms laid down by Secretary Gresham as 
precedent toany attemptonthe part ofthe 
United Statesto restore her.

No fear is expressed 
that the Provisional Government will not 
prove able to suppress any outbreak, but 
there is ground for the fear that the outbreak 
may occur.

VOORHEES’ VIEWS, 

Senator Voorhees thinksthe blame for the 
whole trouble over Hawall began with the 
previous Administration.

NOT A WORD OF NEWS. 


The Mouths of Officers and Men onthe 
Corwin Are Sealed. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Ual., Jan. 6. The revenue 
cutter Corwin to-night still lies at anchor off 
Point San Quentin, about fifteen miles north 
ofSan Francisco and twenty from Mare 
Island Navy Tard. Capt. Munger chose this 
anchorage on dccount of its inaccessibility. 
His selection was well made. All day the 
Corwin has been watched by reporters and 
attempts to board her or to hold conversa- 
tion with those on board have been absolute- 
ly futile. With the exception of the officers

WILLIS’ INSTRUCTIONS. 


What the Corwin Carried tothe Minister 
at Honolulu. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 6.—In view of the 
fact that Minister Willis may be made a 
Scapegoatin the Hawallan affair and stand 
accused or too liberally following general in- 
structions of the State Department, the con- 
tents of Secretary Gresham’s dispatch to 
him, carried to Honolulu by the Corwin, is 
of special interest. The Minister was in- 
formed: 

Tour dispatch which was answered by 
steamer on Nov. 25, seems to call for addi- 
tional instructions. Should the Queen refuse 
assent to the written conditions you will at 
once inform her that the President will 
cease interposition inher behalf, and that 
while he deems it his duty to endeavor to 
restore to the sovereign the constitutional 
Government of islands, his 
further efforts that direction 
will depend . the Queen’s 
unqualified agreement that all obligations 
created by the Provisional Government ina 
proper course of administration shall be as- 
sumed, on such pledges by her as will pre- 
vent the adoption of any measure of prose- 
cution or punishment for what has been 
done in the past by those setting up or sup- 
8 the Provisional Government. The 

*resident feeis that by our recent inter- 
ference, and what followed, we have in- 
curred responsibilities to the whole 
Hawalian community and it would not de 
just to put one party at the mercy of the 
other. Should the Queen ask whether, 17 
she accedes to the conditions, active steps 
willl be taken by the United States to effect 
her restoration, orto maintain her author- 
ity thereafter, you will say that the President 
cannot use force without the authority of 
Congress, Should the Queen accept the con- 
ditions and the Provisional Govern- 
ment refuse to surrender you will 
be governed by previous instructions. 
If the Provisional Government ask whether 
the United States wiil hold the Queen tothe 
fulfillment of stipulated conditions, you will 
say that the President, acting under dictates 
of nonor And duty as he has done in endeav- 
oring to effect restoration will do all in his 
constitutional power to cause observance of 
the conditions he has imposed.’’ 

Inthe previous instructions“ referred 
to by Secretary Gresham, Ar. Willis was dl- 
rected, inthe event that either party de- 
clined to pursue the course suggested, to 
re port the facts and awalt further instruc- 
structions.’’

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SLOW POISONING I8 THE FATE OF ALL 
WHO OPPOSE THEM. 


The Head Rogues in All Sorts of Re- 
spectable Business—Shot Dead at His 
Fires ide Noted Desperado Sisin— 
Murder and Suicide — The Bryant 
Poisoning — Vigilantes and Thieves— 
Criminal News. 


LITTLE Rock, Ark., Jan. 6.— Gov. Fishback 
nas received numerous letters relating to the 
existing condition of affairs in Indian Terri- 
tory since the publication of his communica- 
tion to the President on the subject, but the 
one following is the most unique of them all.

Capture by a Union Pacific 


Detective. 

DENVER, Colo., Jan. 6.—According to a 
@atement made to-day by F. Multady, the 
Union Pacific detective, who arrested Ed 
and Horace Rutherford Wednesday, on the 
charge of train-wrecking, these youths were 
planning another exploit in that line when 
captured. They are 20 and 16 years old re- 
spectively, and lived alone in Platt Canyon.

He says that after he had gained 
their confidence they canfessed to him that 
they had wrecked she South Park train twice 
and declared they would do it again and rob 
the passengers and mail, They had secured 
a can of giant powder for the purpose of 
blowing open the safe in the baggage Car.

The O’Erien County Bond Case. 
Sioux City, Ia., Jan. 6.—The notorious 
O’Brien County bond case has been unex- 
pectedly reopened in a new form in the 
courts by the filing ofa petition by W. F. 
Bacon, a taxpayer, for himself and the other 


taxpayers of the county, praying an tnjunc- 
tion restraining the county from paying the 
bonds or interest on them, or #evying a tax 
for the payment of the same. 

The county issued in 1885 bonds to the 
amount of $175,000 and later in the year 
the county paid a portion of the bonds 
and reissued bonds to the amount of $152,000 
and the old bonds were canceled last Sep- 
tember after much Utigation. A compro- 
mise proposition was submitted by the bond- 
hoiders, agreeing to accept the interest due 
and $7,000 of the principal and to take re- 
funding bonds to the amount of $145,000, and 
these bonds were !asued and delivered. 

The plaintiff in this action sets up that the 
original bonds were invalid because at the 
time of their issuance the county was in- 
debted to the full legal limit of its indebted 
ness, and further charges that the issue of 
$145,000 of bonds was illegal, because when 
issued they were not issued in O’Brien 
County, but the Chairman of the Boardof 
Supervisors and the County Auditor accom- 
panied a representative of the bond-holders 
to Soutn Dakota, taking the county seal 
along with them, andthe bonds were signed, 
sealed and delivered in South Dakota tothe 
present owners. The latter charge may pro- 
duce sensational features when the case is 
brought to trial. 


The Bryant Poisoning. 


BROOKLYN, Jan. 6.—The box of pills found 
in the possession of Robert Ross, the colored 
coachman of the late Dr. Melville Bryant, 
have been turned over to the police property 
clerk. The discovery of the pills, coupled 
with the fact that there had been features 
about the malady of Dr. Bryant indicating 
that he hrd died of poisoning, has caused a 
sensation. The relatives deny the polson- 
ing story. Lawyer Backus, who has charge 
of the Bryant estate, says the pills will be 
subjected toan analysis. The Coroner has 
taken an interest in the matter, but will 
make no investigation until the pills have 
been analyzed. Dr. Bryant, who was one 
of the leading physicians of Brooklyn, died 
on Dec. 24, and the cause of his death seemed 
to puzzle the attending physician. Coach- 
man Ross, it was shown, had robbed his 
employer, and among the jewelry was found 
the box of pills. 

A Desperado Slain.

Gen. Zoelaya’s Emphatic Reply to me 
Tauntofthe Honduras Dictator—Poli- 


carpo Bonilla May Yet Become Ruler 
of the Little Republic. 


WasHINoTON, Jan. 6.—‘*I shall breakfast in 
Guatemala and dine in Nicaragua,’’ were the 
words of a somewhat haughty ute sent 
by President Vasquez of Honduras when, in 
October last, Gen. Bonilla was engaged in an 
attempt to wrest control of the presidency 
from him through a revolution. It is safe to 
say that the cause of all the unfortunate con. 
fiicts that have kept the little Central Amer. 
ican republics in a state of semi- barbarity 
for these many years and hindered the im- 
pulses of their citizens to the higher civil- 
ization of which they are capable, is the am- 
bition of men who have from time to time 
found themselves ina position of power and 
responsibility. The revolutions in Honduras 
na ve been no exception to this rule. Through 
a Hong term of years no President of 
either State has worn the power of office 
without the dictatorial reign that is essen- 
tial to a continuance in office. Many of them 
have fallen, owing to unwise exercise of their 
power, Others through a too lenient rule. 

President Bogran of Honduras may well be 
charged with the latter. When his adminis- 
tration Was drawingto a close he chose a 
leader to succeed him. He could not by the 
constitution ofthe country be his own suc- 
cessor, but the man of his choice, Don Pon- 
clana Leiva, was old and infirm, and it was 
recognized that to elect him was to continue 
Bogran in power. The Liberal party was in 
opposition atthetime, but its leader died. 
its members chose to succeed him Policarpo 
Bonilla, a bright young leader of Teguci- 
galpa, Capital of Honduras. The usual out- 
rages prevatied on election day in 1891, but 
when the votes came to be counted it was 
found that Leiva had a majority, and he was 
duly declared the President. Bonilla was 
for a time quiet, owing tothe liberal tone of 
the new administration. 

Gen. Vasquez, a Liberal leader who had 
been exiled, was allowed to return to the 
country and placed at the head of the army. 
This condition of affairs lasted but a short 
time, when the administration dominated by 
Bogran grew worse;the inevitable revolu- 
tion did not crop out until the administra- 
tion, growing bolder as days went on, finally 
Grove Bonilla from the country as a con- 
Spirator, When Vasques sanctioned the 
exile of Bonilla, the latter went into 
Guatemala and finally found his way among 
the otherexiles from his country in Nicar- 
agua. Then Leiva became trightened. He 
surrendered the Government to Don Rosinda 
Aguerra, and terms of peace were offered to 
Bonilla, These he refused, and hostilities 


began between his forces and those of the 
Hondurtan Government a the 
aguan frontier, while on the North Manuel 
Bonilla invaded the country and made a 
stand against an army led by Vasquez. He 
was beaten and his force disrupted the 
latter in the spring of last year. Polfear 
Bonilia’s forces then fle and Bonilla 
marched back to Nicaragua, where he re- 
organized his forces untill the recent move- 
ment into Honduras, of which Vasquez de- 
ea me President by force of circumstances in 
September last. 

The change occurred through the forced 
retirement of Leiva, who was succeeded by 
his General after a so-called election on Sept. 
20 last. During the same month, after a rev- 
olution, Gen. Santos Zelaya was elected to 
the Presidency of Nicaragua. 

On Wednesday last Policarpo Bonilla had 
once again invaded his country from the for- 
mer State, and after capturing Corpus and 
Yuscaren set up a Provisional Government in 
the former place, President Zelaya promptly 
recognized this Provisional Government. 
Bonilla’s forces indeed were aided a 
—— af Nicaraguans. This was the answer 
made by the President of Nicara to Vas- 
ques’ haughty cbalienge of October, when he 
threatened to march into the former coun- 
try. Three thousand soldiers had been gath- 
ered at San Luis and Cincopino toawait the 
threatened invasion. Now Nicaragua is col- 
lecting more troops to ald inthe counter in- 
vasion of Hondurian soil. The combined 
forces of Bonilla and Zelaya have already 
taken several important towns which sur- 
rendered to them on Jan. 8, and Yuscaren. 
According to latest advices they were hold - 
ing Vasquez incheck nearthe latter place 
and preparing to march at once on his capi- | 
tal, Tegucigaipa.

SHERIFF BROWARD 
FIGHTING IN DUVAL COUNTY. 


Gov. Mitchell’s Opposition to the Biz 
Fight Receives the Approval of the 
Florida State Methodist Conference— 
Harry Wright May Manage Next ex 
Season’s Browns— General Eporting 
News and Gossip. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Jan. 6.—The Duval 
Athietic Club management ran against 
another snag to-day in the person of Sheriff 
Broward of this county. The club managers 
have been claiming all along that despite 
Gov. Mitchell’s opposition the fight would 
occur in this city, because the offictals of the 
city and county would not interfere as long 
as the courts had not passed on the Florida 
law in regard to prize fights. The sheriff to- 
day declared that the club people were mis- 
taken if they thought he would stand by and 
allow the fight to occur in this county. Said 
the sheriff: 

**I say the fight will not take place in Duval 


‘County if I can stop it, andI think Ican get 


men enough to assist me in doing so. I don’t 
believe the men wanting the fight will at- 
tempt to have it when I tell them my inten- 
tions. Iam not acting for friends or enemies 
in this ma ter. but under orders.“ 

The Sheriff isa man of nerve, and would 
not hesitate to shoot in the discharge of his 
duty. He stood offa mob at the County Jail 
a year or so ago, and it is likely, if the club 
attempts to bring aboutthe match publicly 
in this county in defiance of his orders, there 
will be trouble. The Governor is as deter- 
mined as ever, as the following letter, re- 
ceived to-day by the Florida Conference of 
the M. E. Church in session at Palatka, 
shows:

This communication was cheered by the 
ministers. Many people believe that the 
stand taken by the conference has given the 
club the blackest eye upto date, for those 
present represent one-halfthe population of 
Florida. 

The club managers talk a good deal about 
pushing work on the arena, but, as a matter 
of fact, they are simply building a high fence 
around an acre or to ot ground. They say 
that they will not roof the inclosure@and 
seats will be put in later. There is a general 
bellef thatthey have abandoned all inten- 


tion of having a public contest and are now 
engaged in perfecting arrangements to con- 
suUmmate the match in the woods. 

It is now reported thatthe club would 
probably select Anastasia Island, where 
Mitchell is training, as the scene of the con 
test. This is a part of St. John County, and 
the amended articles of agreement provide 
that the contest shall occur in elther St. Jonn 
or Duval County. The belief that the club 
has Anastasia Island in view Is strengthened 
by the fact that Judge M. R. Cooper, who 
presided over the judicial circuit in which 
the island is located, has shown a disposition 
to defy the State Government. In an inter- 
view Judge Cooper is quoted as saying: 

**Should the club people decide to have the 

contest in St. John County, and should the 
Governor order metotake action, I shouid 
ask for !nformation authorizing the same, as 
at present I know of no iaw prohibiting 
glove contests.’’ 
Ihe island is very accessible, and would he 
a une place for the fight. The Governor, 
however, has shown himself so resourceful 
in balking the clud up to date that itis very 
probable he will find some way of interfering 
even if an attempt is made to Dring off the 
mill on the seagirt island. 

Corbett is going to do all in his power to 
make Mitchell fight. The trouble has now 
become a personal one. Corbett says that if 
the clubfinds that it cannot have the fight 
without interference on the part of the au- 
thorities, he is willing to forego the purse 
and have a meeting in private, beyond the 
reach ofthe State officials. He made the 
same communication to Manager Bowden of 
the club, who said that he did not think that 
any such arrangemeut would be necessary.

Found Frightfally Burned and Disfignred 
After a Peekskill Fire. 


PEEKSKILL, N. T., Jan. 6.—The bakery 
of Paul Wessels & Sons was destroyed by fire 
at 5 o’clock this morning. The flames burned 
fercely but the village department had the 
fire under control at 7 o’clock. At the time 
nothing was left of’ the’ building save the 
walls. The flames'extended’to the drug 
store kept by Grifflg 4 Beniz, adjoining. 
This was partially barned. 

After the fire was under control the bodies 
of two men were fountin the back shop near 
the oven. They were frightfully burned and 
disfigured. They proved to be two bakers 
who had been employed in the shop, Charles 
Curry, 24 years of age, of Peekskill, and 


Henry Pezron, aged 30, of New York city. 

From the position in which the bodfes were 
found it was supposed that the two bakers 
had lain downto sleep and had been over- 
come by the smoke and fire before they were 
aware of it. 

This is said to be the first loss of life that 
has ever occurred by fire in the history of 
Peekskill. It is assumed that the fire origi- 
nated from an overheated stove or boiling 
pot of grease in the bake-shop. The Wessels 
will lose $10,000. Griffin & Lenz’s drug store 
was damaged to the extent of $5, 000. 


FIGHT OVER A RECEIVER 


For the American Building and Loan and 
Investment Co. 


Cuicaao, III., Jan. 6.—At the request of 
Attorney-General Maloney, Judge Horton of 
the Circuit Court to-day appointed a receiver 
for the American Building and Loan and In- 
vestment Oo. 

The concern is nowin the hands of a re- 
ceiver appointed by the Federal Court, but 
the Attorney-General expects that this re- 


ceiver will be removed when he appears de- 
fore the Federal Court. He declares that the 
receiver appointed by the Federai Court 
was so appointed at the request of the officers 
of the concern, ‘‘with the hope that through 
him they would be better able to conceal 
their fraudulent manipulations of the books 
and assets.“

sets are impaired to the extent of $384,000, be- 
cause of the extravagance of the officers and 
their extravagant use of the money of the 
concern, The officersare: M. M. Towle, W.

BROWN’'S CONFESSION. 

While these proceedings were going on, 
Brown, it is said, broke down, and made a 
statement in substance as follows: He said 
oA bn entered into a conspiracy 

m , 1878, with Hillmon and Levi Bald 
win to defraud the life insurance companies 
by insuring Hillmon’s life. Baldwin was to 
furnish the money and Hillmon and Brown 
were to manage the disappearance of the 
former. They started for Wichita and on the 
way picked up a strange man named Joe 
Berkley. 

This man, Brown alleged, was shot by Hili- 
mon, who dressed thefcorpse in his own 
clothing and put his @ary in his pocket. 
Hillmon put on Berkley’ @ clothing, ana, say- 
ing that there was a cofpse ready made’’ to 
impersonate him, heleft the camp. He told 
Brown that he should assume tne name of 
Marshall and lay low until they got the money 
on the policies, 

After brown had made this confession it 
was discovered that he had lied. The dead 
Man was not Joe Berkley, but Frederick 
Adolph Walters, a young German cigar- 
maker of Fort Madison, Io., who had gone to 
Lawrence in 1878. He disappeared about the 
time Hilimon did, and his parents and sister, 
Fannie Walters, being attracted by the des- 
Cription given in the newspapers of the dead 
Man, went to Lawrence aud identifed him as 
Walters. 

This brought the matter down to a plain 
case of murder, in which John H. Brown and 
Hilimon were the principals, with Levi Baild- 
win and Mrs. Ummon as accessories before 
the fact. That was the condition of the case 
when the argument for a new trial was made 
by the insurance companies. 

But during all this time the insurance com- 
panies had never for a moment abandoned 
the trailof Hillmon. He was finally loceted 
in Old Mexico, where he had married and 
was herding sheepona ranch far removed 
from civilization. A detective found him 
there, and has been his constant companion 
since, Mrs. Hilimon also married again 
and now Mrs. Theodore Cook. 
While on the shee ranch Hilimon 
was known as Coyotte Bill. The detective 
Unally induced Hillmon to leave Mexico and 
on thetrarrivalinicaho revealed to him his 
true character, and s in gaining 
from him a full confession.

Verdict of the Inquest Held on Antoinette 
Edenborn. 

A verdict of accident was returnedat the 
inquest yesterday upon the bodyof Antoln- 
ette Edenborn, who was killed by a Compton 
Heights car of the Lindell Rallway on Park 
between Ohio and California avenues about 
3:30 p. m.

LOUDEST NOISE EVER HEARD. 


An Explosion in Voleanc Krakat os 
Heard 1,700 Miles Away. 

No thunder from the skies was ever accom- 
panied witharoar of such vehemence as 
that which issued from the throat of the 
great volcano in Krakatoa, an islet lying in 
the Straits of Sudda, between Sumatra and 
Java, at 10 o’clock on Monday morning. Aug. 
27, 1888, writes Sir Robert 8. Ballin Youths 
Companion. As that drekdful Sunday night 
wore on, the noises increased in intensity 
and frequency. The explosions succeeded 
each other so rapidly that a continuous roar 
seemed to issue from the island. 


The critical moment was now ap- 
proaching, and the outbreak was 
preparing for a majestic culmination. The 

eople of Batavia did not sleep that night. 
Their windows quivered with the thunders 
from Krakatoa,which resounded like the dis- 
charge of n in their streets. Finally, 
at10o’clock on Monday morning, a stupen- 
dous convulsion took place which far trans- 
cended any of the shocks which had pre- 
ceded it. This supreme effort it was which

Batavia is ninety-four miles distant from 
Krakatoa. At Carimon, Java, 855 miles away, 
reports were heard on that Sunday morning 
which ledtothe belief that there must be 
some vesselinthe distance which was dis- 
charging its guns as signals of distress. The 
authorities sent out boats to make a search ; 
they presently returned, as noship could be 
found in want of succor. The reports were 
sounds which bad come all the way from 
Krakatoa.

Inebriety Among English Women. 
Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. 
During a period of six years, from 1878 to 
1884, the number of inebriate women in En- 


land, especially in Wales. has more than 

doubled. In 1884, 9,451 women were arrested 
for drunkenness. London alone the num- 
ber of women arrested for drunkenness in 
the past year was 8,000, Which is an increase 
of 600 over the previous year. In Glasgow 10,500 
females were incarcerated on account cf in- 
ebriety and Dublin registers 10,000 such 
cases. The striking increase of drunkenness 
in Ireland has correspondingly had its in- 
fluence upon the number of insane cases. 
From 5,074 in the year 1851, the number has 
gradually increased to 16,946 in 1891, and its 
present aggregate is 17,124. This increase is 
allthe more noteworthy, as the population 
of Iretand diminishes from year to year, 


There are at present 15,000,000 sewing 
machines in operation in the world. The 
annual production is 1,750,000, 50,000 of which 


are manufactured in Germany. Although 
the first attempts in building sewing 
machines were made at the close of the last 
century itis but fifty years since they came 
into actual use.

The farm has been 
used tor Its present purpose just one year 
and a half. lis proprietor fs a Bostonian, 
who acquired and practiced the art of alter-

In Boston, it seems, duck and goose flesh is 
even more in demand than tn New York. 

The duck farm, as it is known in the

In fact, thereisa tradition which says that 
the mill hands at Little Falls awake with the 
first matutinal warning from the ducks and 
geese and seek slumber atthe same time the 
birds do. Une thing is certain—all distance 
among the the inhabitants of, Little Falls is 
computed from the ‘‘duck farm. 

Here is consumed nearly all the. corn-meal 
produced by the water-power milis of that 
section. Twocar-loads, or 180 bags, vanish 
each week down the insatiable mawsof the 
farms feathered denizens. 

Of the three acres occupied by the fowls, 
two are set apart for the ducks, which are 
most in request in New York. These two 
acres are keptina marsh-like state all the 
time for the greater enjoyment of the uncon- 
scious victims. Rough wooden sheds under 
which the birds may cuddle in wet weather 
are also placed about the fields, which, for 
the sake of convenience for catching the 
fowls are divided into three sections with 
high wire nets. The birds are brought to 
Little Falls from the West, principally from 
Indiana. They come over the Delaware, 
Lackawanna & Western Railroad in large 
stock cars carrying several thousand fowls 
each. Only a small proportion ot them dies 
on the — 4 

The birds are arranged in tiers, by which 
method the ducks and geese are kept separ- 
ate. The railroad runs alongside the farin, 
and the fowls emerge from the cars, tier by 
tier, downa trough-like gang-plank. They 
are then driven in squads into the quarters 
prepared for them at the farm through a sort 
of alheyway which runs along one side of the 
three-quarter division. Herethey are kept 
for weeks on a nourishing cornmeal diet, 
which makes them so fat that they can 
scarcely walk. 

This provender also makes their flesh white 
and tender and vastly superior to the yellow. 
ish meat of the ordinary farm-yard fowl. 
Ducks so treated are preferred by judges of 
poultry to the Southern variety, and even to 
canvasbacks and brants. 

Most of the stock is shipped alive to New 
York and sold through commission mer- 
chants. Afew hundreds in every thousand 
are killed. This is done ina division of the 
packing-house onthe premises. The oper- 
ator forces Open the bird’s beak. Then he 
slips down its throat a long, sharp knife, 
which he moves about until the principal 
blood vessels are severed and the victim is 
nearly dead from strangulation. Then he 
knocks the bird's head against a post and 
without more ado turnsthe carcass over to 
the next operator, who proceeds at once to 
pluck the feathers from it. These are 
thrown into a box and command a ready 


sale. 

The plucked birds are piled on a shelf, 
whence they are taken and packed in bar- 
rels for shipment—heads, necks and all. 
Then layers Of salt are sprinkled over each 
ot we their delivery ina marketable 
on on.

The canister used by Vailiant tn his attempt 
at wholesale assassination of the members 
of the Chamber of Deputies in Paris, he 
bought for 18 cents at a store opposite the 
Hotel de Ville. He said he wanted to carry 
in it hie lunch when he went to work. It 
was small enough to put in the pocket with- 
out being detected. This canister Vaillant 
loaded with a mixture of what is known in 
Paris as green powder, or powder of chlo- 


rates, which was mixed in with a solution of 
prussiate of soda and picric acia. The ex- 
Plosive quality was supplied by an infusion 
of sulphuric acid saturating a ball of cotton. 

The interior ofthe boom was filled with 
nails having a pentagonal head, called in 
France diamond tacks, which are used by 
uphoisterers. When they were violently 
thrown around the Chamber of Deputies, be- 
sides wounding many of the members, they 
tore the curtains ofthe galleries almost into 
shreds. 

In its descent from the visitors’ upper gal- 
lery, the bomb struck a cornice, glanced off 
and exploded before it touched the floor. 
Forty-seven persons were injured. 

Discoveries dy the police in Madrid on 
Christmas Day regarding the recent bomb 
throwing in that city forced the Anarchist 
Sorasol, who is under arrest, to confess on 
Tuesday last that he manufactured the bomb 
thrown by Pallas at Gen, Campos, and the 
bomb hurled by Jose Codina into the orches- 
tra chairs in the Barcelona theater. He isa 
finished mechanic, a fact which accounts for 
the thorough manner in which the missles 
were made. These bombs were hidden fora 
long time inthe flower pots that adorned the 
window sill of the room occupied by Codina’s 
mistress in Madrid. They weighed two and 
one-half pounds, and had a casing one-third 
Ot an inen thick. The missles were in two 
parts. The first section contained eleven 
tubes, the second section nine tubes. 

— op! the extraordinary methods em- 
ployed by the Anarchists to destroy those 
against whom their enmity is direccted are 
canes and umbrellas that hold concealed in 
their handles a deadly bomb, quite small, it 
is true, but with sufficient power to destroy. 
The plan is to take the cane or umbrella into 
the theater, store or stock exchange and lay 
it upon the floor or counter. The setting of 
it upright in its natural position will cause 
it to explode with fatal result. 

The explanation is that the head of the cane 
holds two glass vessels oblongin shape and 
each filled with an explosive liquid, harmless 
in itself so long as it is kept away from the 
other. The cane is carried by the Anarchist 
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in perfect safety by being held horizontally. 
but when lifted up and placed against the 
wall the fluid in the upper bottle runs into the 
lower, and the explosion takes place. 

A bomb recently used to destroy a house in 
Paris was concealed in the center of a tin can 
filled witb green peas, the ordinary grocery 
article that is found upon every housekeep- 
er’s shelf. Its perfectly harmless appearance 
excited no suspicion, and thus the infernal 
machine within it haa ample time to cul- 
minate and blow everything to pieces.

rooms of country houses and suburban villas. 
The medical men have various names for 
these manifestations, such as Cross Ques- 
tions,’’ Biind Man's Buff, Charades'““ and 
s0 forth, but there is not the slightest doubt 
that they are all so many forms ofthe same 
disease, and are the work of the same dev- 
astating microbe. 

The disease in question seems to be in- 
digenousto the country, for it seldom at- 
tacks the residents of closely built and 
densely inhabited districts. The more lonely 
the situation of a house, the more frequent! 
its inhabitants are attacked by games. 
This goes to show that the microbe which 
causes the disease is Dredin the earth, like 
the microbe of malarial fever. Indeed, one 
eminent physician has maintained that the 
same microbe is responsible for both dis- 
eases, and points out thata house or a sub- 
urban row of villas situated ina 11 
district is almost certain to be devastated by 
both ‘*games’’ and fever. 

The first symptom whicha person attacked 
by ‘‘games’’ developsisa marked weaken- 
ing of the mental powers, which is doubtless 
due to a temporary anwmic condition of the 
brain. In this condition he or she submits 
withouta murmur to be blindfolded, and 
then proceeds to gropein the dark for young 
persons of the other sex. The extreme men- 
tal weakness of the sufferer isshown by the 
fact that very often he cannot distinguish 
his maiden aunt from the prettiest girl in the 
room, even by the sense of touch. 

In other forms of the disease this mental 
weakness is-shown by the utterly idiotic 
answers which the sufferer makes to the 
questions put to him. Anything more mel- 
ancholy than the condition of the man who 
manifests these ‘‘cross question’’ symp- 
toms, as they are commonly called, cannot 
be imagined. Less melancholy, though per- 
haps more revolting, are the distinctly mani- 
acal symptoms technically known as ‘‘dumb 
crambo.’’ Our lunatic asylums can show 
nothing to be compared with dumb cram- 
bo, and there ig not a professional lunatic 
in the Kingdom who would not turn from 
dumb crambo’’ with loathing and indigna- 
tion. 

When the disease manifests itself in 
‘*Charades’’ itis peruaps more tedious, but 
less painful. Indeed, there are girls who, 
when suffering from Charades, contrive 
to exhibit cheerfulness, resignation and 
ankles to a degree which excites our admira- 
tion. Still, for al this, Charaues“ are rec- 
ognized by the medal profession as one of 
the most dangerous forms of the disease, in- 
as much as they are often followed by a long 
tiain of sequeiw, such as affections of the 
heart, lesions of trailing skirts, and prema 
tuge shedding of hairplas, which completely 
baffle medical science, 

Ine worst feature of the disease is the 
rapidity with which it spreads. It often hap- 
pens that in twenty minutes from the time it 
breaks out in a drawing-room it has attacked 
every person present. Youth andage alike 
fall victimstoit, and in a recent epidemic 
which occurred in a Continental watering 
place a bishop was so violently attacked that 
he was observed, while his eyes were ban- 
daged, to clasp a governess—who, by the 
way, was youngand prétty—under the delu- 
sion that she was his wife. 

It is needless to speak of the terrible men- 
tal depression which the sufferer undergoes 
when the attack passes off, and he realizes 
what he bas been doing while underits in- 
fluence. There is, of course, a complete loss 
of self-respect, and in most instances a dis- 
tinct temptation to suicide. Time and tonics 
generally bring about a cure, but the man 
who has once suffered from dumb Cram- 
bo’’ or ‘‘Charades’’ is always Mable to a re- 
lapse. 

‘there are two remedies for games“ 
which are prescribed by the intelligent 
practitioner. One of these is merely a temp- 
Orary palliative, while the other is an unfall - 
ing cure. The first remedy alluded to con- 
sists lu causing the patient to revolve rap- 
idiy upon his or her axis. This sends the 
blood to the anszemic brain and if the rotary 
motion is kept up the attack of games“ 
passes off forthe time, The other remedy is 
the only scientifiC one, for it strikes at the 
root of the disease. itis hardly necéssary to 
mention that tobacco is particularly disliked 
by microbes of all sorts, and has a rapidly 
fatal effect upon several of our leading 
bach. Among the latter is the Dacillus 
which produces ‘‘games.’’ In the presence 
of tobacco smokeit withers and dies, and in 
whatever drawing-room tobaccois smoked, 
there the microbe refuses to enter. 

**Games’’ never break out in clubs, where 
men smoke, or in any houses where cigars 
are permitted in the drawing-room. 

Similarly games“ are unknown in houses 
where dancingis the usual form of evening 
amusement. It was the observation of these 
facts which led Prof. Koch to make his great 
discovery that rotary motion temporarily 
cures ‘‘games’’ Dy sending blood to the head, 
and that tobacco is an unfalling germicide in 
the case of the bacillus of games. There

The new year bas opened very favorable to 
cotton and, excepting one weak spot, shows 
a gradual advance since the ist of the year. 
The improvement in prices has amounted to 
about %&c a Ib in the past ten days, and if the 
movement continues uponthe present scale 
it will be accepted as confirming the reports 
that have been entertained by many cotton 
factors and which have been coming 
from the South, and is Iikely to Cause a 
further advance. The unanimity that char- 
acterizes all the news received from the 
South is extraordinary. Without exception 
almost the reports coming to hand point to a 
very light movement forthe balance of the 
season, and although past experience natur- 
ally breeds incredulity with regard to such 
news, the fact that the movement com- 
mences to show some pronounced falling off 
induces a greater degree of confidence than 
has been felt for some time. There is a dis- 
position to make a comparison of the present 
crop movement with that of 189. Tue total 
of the crop now insight is 186,654 Dales less 
than up tothe same date in 1890, when the 
crop turned out 7,311,000 bales. If the move- 
ment balance of the season keeps up atthe 
same rate as it did after this date last year, 
the crop will show about the same total as in 
1890, but conservative estimates are now 
piacing the crop at 7,400,000, witha possibility 
of 100,000 bales more. Business, has picked up 
with the local cotton factors, and sales of 
5,766 bales were reported, while itis Known 
tmata considerable line was sold that was 
not reported.

James Lesser of the Lesser Bros. Cotton 
Oo., extensive buyers of fine staple cotton in 
Arkansas, has the following to say on the 
cotton raised in that State: 

**Although cotton is being picked this year 
under better conditions than last, which 
makes the grade average higher, it is not as 
free from sand and dust—neither is the staple 
as good. The reason of this is that the cot- 
ton belt has been visited by severe winds and 
cyclones, Causing the sand and dust to be 
blown into the staple, and the continued 
drought last summer has made the staple 
rather weak and short, especially cotton that 
was picked. early in the season. Later pick- 
ings, however, show a decided improvement 
in this respect. As a whole the crop will be 
fully up to the average in character of the 
best seasons had heretofore. The fine Allen 
seed cottons and extra benders, of which 
we make a speciality, have not been 
plentiful this year. The low price 
obtained for such cottons last year has dis- 
couraged planters in the river bottoms of Ar- 
kansas and Mississippi from planting such 
cotton. The mostof the Allen seed cotton 
that was planted this year was planted by 
farmers Decause of the scarcity last spring of 
other seed than the Allen seed, and their in- 
ability to exchange them for a shorter staple 
variety. Theprice paid for seed by the cot- 
ton-seed oll mills was as high as $25 per ton, 
thus making them almost unobtainable for 
—— purposes. The price paid for sta- 
pie benders so far this season has been very 
good; but Allen seed cotton has not fared so 
well, as our milis claim the poor trade in 
fine yarns, the competition that has been 
caused by the use of Egyptian cotton 
and the tariff will keep them from 
competing on such goods with 
English spinners. They are virtually out of 
the market for such cottons. While trade 
has been very duli with our spinners it is cer- 
tainly very good with the English mills. The 
weather has been favorable over the cotton 
belt for picking and there is no cotton left in 
the felds anywhere. The consensus of opin- 
ion amonggZArKansas people is that the total 
yield in that State will be 750,000 bales.’’

An exceedingly gloomy and discouragiug 
review of the situation and outlook for the 
California Fruit Growers’ is the following 
from the pen of E. F. Adams, manager of the 
California State Fruit Exchange: 

At present, outside of a few fortunate 
districts, but few orchards or vineyards in 
this State pay the living and working ex- 
penses of their owners, and interest on capl- 
tal invested. 

If a grower makes only living and work- 
ing expenses and owns his farm clear, he 
only loses interest on capital and makes no 
profit; but if his farm is mortgaged, he loses 
his farm. 

Under present conditions I see no pros- 
pects for better average returns and hence, 
as most farms are mortgaged—many ex- 


| cessively, Isee nothing to be looked for, un- 


less conditions can be changed, except 
wholesale foreclosures and a general liquida- 
tion in the fruit business. 

think no one will dispute my facts, or 
be abie to give reasons for a more promising 
outlook, and if lam correct as to these there 
is no escape from my conclusion. 

**Widespread distress among fruit-grow- 
ers willembarrass even those among them 
who are strongest. No raliroad can pay in- 
terest on its capital while in competition 
witha bankrupt road which does not pre- 
tend to do so. Neither can any orchard pay 
—— in competition with bankrupt orch- 
ards. 

There will be many to object to these 
statements, not because they are not true, but 
because they tend to hinder land sales or 
loans. ButI believe we have reached a point 
where growers can make more money by 
forcing the situation and seeking a remedy, 
than by keeping stillandtryin« to unload on 
the tenderfoot. In some districts of the 
State, conditions are not yet so bad as I have 
indicated, because they are older and 
wealthier and can practice more of the eco- 
nomies of wealth, but the poorer districts 
are bound to drag them down.

Prospect of a Long Tariff Discussion in 
Congress One of the Retarding Factors 
—Rumors of Impending Disasters to 

- Big Industrial institutions Is Another 

~Ups and Downs of the stock Market. 

New Yorx, Jan. 6.— There is little material 
change to be noted in the financial situation. 
While the long and steady decline in prices 
which extended through December and into 
the first two days of the week has met with a 
decided check, it can be ascribed to nothing 
more than oneof the automatic readjust- 
ments of the speculative machine whieh can 
be looked for from time to time and which 
are apt to be most violent in a professional 
speculation, It is true that there are certain 
developments pending and in perspective, 
which if quickly disposed of or consummated 
would make far better times and in turn far 
higher prices, but they are not yet tangible 
enough to reverse the temper of the public. 
The prospect of a protracted debate in Con- 
gress over the tariff bill will retard the re- 
vival of business, and so far the railway 
earnings reported have not begun to 
show any signs of improvement. At the 
same time it must be conceded that many 
securities have discounted in price about all 
the adversity that may be feared for them. 
In many cases also, special conditions have 
contributed to depress values other than 
those of simple income, outgo and balance. 
The kind of talk you hear now in Wall street 
about the utter worthlessness of securities 18 
cheap and is common in times 
of general depression like the 
present. Bankers whose past judgment 
has been verified by eventsof the times have 
begun to take a slightly more hopeful view of 
things. They admit that there are few material 
factors on which they base their better feel- 
ing, but their instinct tells them that it the 
turn has not come, at least business is Dump- 
ing along on bottom and can’t go farther 
down. It this is the beginning of a renewal 
of confidence it is no small thing. 

A great deal of the disturbance and unrest 
of the past fortnight has teen due to the 
great number of rumors affecting certain f- 
nancial institutions which have become 80 
general that the affairs of the concerns are 
now open secrets. As disastrousa business 
year as the past one has been must, of 
course, have cut deeply into the assets of 
money lenders. The fact that the institutions 
in question are perfectly solvent is as well 
known as is the measure of their losses. The 
winding up of the year has brought all such 
mat ters to a focus and directed attention to 


them. Asa part of the great house-cleanin 
in progress no better time than the presen 
can be haa for this publicity. There is a gen- 
eral feeling that if there are to be any more 
serious insolvencies, liquidations and the 
like, now is the time to bring them on. 

The exchange market at the bexuinning of 
the year is dull, uninteresting, with a ten- 
dency towards lower rates. There is very 
little demand for bills from any source, and 
the supply, though small, is constant.

It is, however, said 
thatthe value of gold atthetime was en- 
hanced owing to absorption by hoarding and 
by military chests, and that the depreciation 
was more apparent than real. The export of 
gold following on a rise of prices oecasioned 

an issue of bank or Government notes is 
unlimited except by exhaustion, it these are 
not payable in coin on demand, and are is- 
sued without any check from without or self. 
imposed. Butas prices estimated in these 
notes rise, the price of bullion, like other 
commodities, rises, too, and the price of 
coin which can be converted into builion or 
be used abroad at its previous purchasing 
power rises also.

A TRAMP’S LIFE. 


One of the Union of Wanderers Describes 
It in Detail. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

I spent the past summer as a tramp 
among tramps, eating with them, sleeping 
with them, drinking, stealing and traveling 
with them so, I believe, Iam enabled to cor- 
rectly present a few of the interesting hab- 
itsand customs of the misnamed class of 
men, forthe true ‘‘tramp’’ never tramps— 
he always rides. 

Few people know that there is a Grand 
Order of Tramps. A sick tramp is as well 
taken care of, in his peculiar degree, as is 
the member, of one's family. Every tramp 
who knows of his Ulness gives him some- 
thing, previous acquaintance not being 
necessary, and spreads the news far and 
wide. Nor will the afflicted one take undue 
advantage of this generosity, for the result 
would be disastrous both to himself and to 
the good fellowship of the orderin which he 
takesso much pride. This assistance gener- 
ally takes the form of payment in advance 
for boara and lodging, with the surplus given 
directly into the suafferer’s hands. It is the 
old, old honor among thieves’’ presented 
in a new light and with a new meaning. 

Another instance or exampleofthe appli 
cation of this time-worn proverb may be 
found in the peculiar habit of appointing one 
member ofa gang of tramps to be treasurer 
forthe whole. All the money received is de- 
livered into his hands and is by him expend- 
ed forthe general good—or bad. It depends 
on one’s views on the temperance question, 
for the money is usually laid out in beer and 
other intoxicants. Such a thing as the treas- 
urer decamping with the funds is absolutely 
unheard of, so far as I could discover. 

Their distinguishing dlalect is remarkable. 
The form ofthe slang word is often inge- 
nious, though now and then the connection 
between the slang and the accepted word is 
obvious. To illustrate the two classes: A pin 
—scarf-pin, breast-pin, etc.—is a ‘*prop,’’ 
while a ring isa ‘‘hoop.’’

ThusIgivea fair idea of 
the wide range ot words covered by it. 
Were youa memberof a gang of tramps, 
you. would be a‘‘hobo,’’ a ‘‘stiff’’ or a 
‘*purly bum;’’ the gang would be known as 
a push!“ or ‘*outfit’’ and your name or 
‘*monocéar’’ would most likely de New 
York’’ or ‘*Yorkey’’ something. Are you a 
blonde as to hair and complexion? In- 
stantly you are dubbed ‘‘White’’ or 
‘*Whitey.’’ Are you ssessed of curlin 
locks? ‘‘New York Ourly’’ you are named a 
once. And 80 on. These cognomens are 
generally formed by joining the name of 
your home city or State with some physical 
peculiarity, although gives names, race, 
color, previous condition, trades—anything 
in short—may be and frequently are used.

Occasionally,in 
small towns, or when put off a train in 
country districts, the hobo must follow the 
lead of the gay cat and batter. Even 
then, so great is his pride in his order, so 

owerful the Influence of its time-honored 

nstitutions, that he will nearly always leave 
your hand- outs on the gate-post as he Fone 
out and will beg at the other houses until he 
gets what he calls a ‘‘setdown.’’ This con- 
sists of an invitation to come in, where a 
meal with coffee—the generic name for table 
liquids—is spread uponatablefor him. Or 
he will even accept, in most cases, a ‘*sec- 
tion.’’ by which he means meat and veg- 
etables on a plate, with bread and coffee, 
which he is to eat on the doorstep. 

Another habit of the gay-cat, that of 
drilling.“ or ‘*hykeing,’’ constantly re- 
ceives the condemnation and arouses the 
ridicule ofthe hobo. To ‘‘drili’’ is to travel 
on foot, and to ‘‘hyke’’ Is Ike unto it, ex- 
co pt that the former term is generally ap- 
plied to track-walking, while the latter 
usual means to travel on roads or pikes.

When the tramp’s clothes, or ‘‘rags,’’ be- 
come solled and shabby he must, perforce 
do the back-door act, because he would 
never be able to save enough money to buy a 
suit in a rag-shop.’’ 80, reluctantly, he goes 
Trom door to door on his quest. At one he 
asks fora ‘‘sky-plece,’’ or hat; at another 
for kicks, or shoes; at another for 
. ‘strys,’ or trousers, andsoon, A shirt is a

Vendetta in Kentucky. 


VOR YEARS A MURDEROUS FACTION WAR 
WAS WAGED IN:PERRY COUNTY. 


It Is Estimated That Fully Sixty Men 
Lost Their Lives in the Numerous 
Battles Fought-One of the Ring- 
leaders Sentenced to the Penitentiary 
for Lifte. 


MIDDLESBOROUGH, Ky., Jan. 6.—T. J. 
Smith, one of the ringleaders during the 
French-£versole feud, bas been given a life 
sentence. The case was brought on change 
of venue from Perry County. Smith is said 
to have killed a numberof men. The impris- 
onment of Smith, itis thought, will end one 
ot the most murderous feuds in the history of 
the state. On the lithday of May, 1888, Joe 
Eversole and Nick Combs were waylaid and 
killed on Big Creek. Frenchand Tom Smith 
were indicted for the crime, and as a result 
of Smith’s trial he was given a life sentence, 
as stated above. 

These two factions have done more to give 
Kentucky a bloody reputation than all the 
other.criminals in the State put together. 
There were over sixty men killed in these 
fights from 1882 to 1886. During four years 
French and Eversole each kept a little stand- 
ing army ready to fight atthe word. Old Joe 
Eversole, merchant and lawyer, was the 
boss of Perry County up to 1886. The Ever- 
sole family held all the offices and all the 
trade worth having;and when young B. F. 
French came over from Breathitt, in 1886, 
and from teaching school pegan to set him- 
self up as a business and political rival of 
the Eversoles, that haughty clan resented 
his impertinence in the usual moun- 
tain fashion. But French had brains 
and money on his side. A lucky deal as 
agent for a mineral land syndicate made 
him a wealthy man for the mountains, and 
he made up for his want of blood relatives 
by hiring assassins at $1.50a day and supply- 
ing them with Winchesters. Old Joe Ever- 
sole was killed and nearly thirty other mem 
bers of the gang went down before the supe- 
rior generalship of the French faction. The 
Eversoles had been about all scattered or ex- 
terminated when the State took a hand. A 
grand-jury, guarded by troops, found nearly 
four hundred indictments against membDers 
of the factions, and the troops helped to 


make the arrests. The whole gang was taken 
to Winchester for trial, and the cases have 
been Oragging along there for several years. 

Wesley and Wm. Whitaker, members of 
the Eversole faction, were sentenced by the 
local court to spend the balance of their days 
in prison for murder. These men told a Suxn- 
DAY PosT-DISPATCH Correspondent abdont 
their different crimes, together with those 
committed by the rest of the Eversole faction 
in Perry County during the bloody period 
of the feud, After telling of the numerous 
murders Wesley Whititaker save a full ac- 
count of the famous battle that was 
fought for two days in Hazard 
during the week of Circuit Court in 
November, 1887, and which was precipi- 
tated by a quarrel betweon him and Henry 
Davidson. Saturday before court Green 
Morris come to Whitaker with @ request from 
George Eversole that he would come to Ever- 
sole’s house and permitasham arrest, in 
order to have an excuse for taking a body of 
armed men into Hazard.

TRADE IN NORTH CAROLINA. 


Cotton Manufacturers Have No Complaint 
to Makc—Farmers’ Condition. 
RALEIGH, N.§C., Jan. 6.—The superintend- 
ents of three cotton mills of this city say 
that insumming up the work of the past year 
they find that it has fallen wery little be- 


low the average, and that everything consid- 
ered they have no complaints to make. Some 
mills report that the lastyear business was 
better than that of 1892. In South Carolina 
the manufacturing interests have stood the 
disaster of last year remarkably well also, 
and the mills nave nearly all continued in op- 
eration. Butit is very different with the 
farmers, especially in South Carolina. The 
reports sent in to South Carolina authorities 
from all sections of the State are of a very 
despondent character. They state that al- 
though they have economized and 
planted less cotton than usual, they 
have failed to 13 and their situa- 
tion ig described as deplorable. They do 
not appear to have raised enough provisions 
of the character usually raised by them to 
keep them till the harvesting of another 
crop, although it 18 manifest the cotton 
acreage was considerably reduced, In North 
Carolina the farmers are much better off than 
those of this State, though their condition is 
not whatit should or — — be. The mer- 
chants, especially the smaller ones in south 
Carolina, are embarrassed through the in- 
ability of the farmers to meet their obliga- 
tions. The subject of wool-growing is in- 
teresting some of the large farmers of this 
section. Maj. R. S. Tucker, who own sev- 
eral large farms near this citv, bas been in- 
troducing improved shee and been paying 
attention to his flock of Oxford downs. He 
made an exhibit of wool at the Worla’s Fair 
and has just recetved an award and gold 
medal on the same. This affords proof that 
this section is well adapted to the growing of

STAGE STORIES. 


Gossip and Interesting Personals About 
Professionals. 


The arrest a week ago of three young men 
connected with Hagan and Pope’s Theaters 
for selling lithograph passes is laughed at by 
all theatrical people who have been in the 
business any length oftime. The practiceis 
as old as the practice of putting out litho- 
graphs and prevalls in every theater in every 


city in the country. Lithographers, as the 
advertising men are called who put 
out the papers of the theaters, are not 
strictly speaking a particularly moral 
set of young men, They are not paid the 
wages of bank cashiersand are lucky when 
they get $6 per week. A certain number of 
passes are given them each week in order 
that they may get lithographs in show win- 
dows and conspicuous places. The paper is 
put out and about half the passes are given 
away. The remainder are sold at half-price 
to whoever will buy them. and frequently are 
givenaway. The practice- has never been 
countenanced by theater managers, but it 
has never been considered criminal... Theater 
managers have reasoned that if the 
lithographer put out the paper given him 
any passes he could save be was entitled to, 
In some cities in the East men make a bus! 
ness of buying these litograph tickets or 
as many of them as the advertising agent is 
able to keep from giving up to people whose 
windows he has blocked up. The party who 
buys them makes a regular business of it and 
peddles them out in pairs to whoever wants 
them at half price. The rose has always 
been in the theatrical business and will 
always be. The theater does not lose a doli- 
lar and the rake-off, which really amounts 
to very little, is considered one of the per- 
quisites of the advertising business.

The writer remembersa time when it was 
just as easy to buy a theater pass as it was a 
pair of shoes or anything else for sale. There 
was no secrecy and the box office, while 
knowing that passes were being sold, made 
no kick. It was considered perfectly legiti- 
mate foralithographer who was able to 
saveten passes to sell them to whoever 
would pay the market price for them. It 
was the custom of advance agents who came 
totownahead of companies to offer the 
lithograpber of the house an eXtra dozen 
passes, or fakes“ as they are known in 
the business, ifhe would get him a good 
showing. 

Pat Tansy, who usedtohang around the 
theaters in those days, wasone night given 
two passes to sell and attempted to sell them 
in the lobby of the theater. They were 
bought by the agent of the company, whom 
Tansy did not know. The agent dropped 
them in the ticket box and remarked: ‘‘I 
saved 80 cents by that.

Kennedy was among the first to do the act of 
shutting a flgure in a box and get the effect 
of the voice coming from the box as the lid 
was lowered and raised. He also was the 
first to put the dog outside the door and cause 
ulm to go yelping down the street. A mem- 
ber of the Lyceum Company, speaking of 
Kennedy the day he died, told the followin 
littie story illustrative of the character o 
the man and his love for amusement, Ken- 
nedy was riding In a cross town road ear in 
New York one day and noticed a girl reading 
a novel and moving her lips as she read. 
When the conductor came near enough it 
seemed as though the young woman said: 
Let me off at the next corner, please, and 
the conductor rang the bell. The young lady 
denied saying it, and at the next corner some- 
body else asked to be let off. Finallya man 
signaled the conductor to stop, and Kennedy, 
while looking straight at the man, threw his 
voice and said: ‘*Get off without stopping.

This 
is done by burnisbing gold fotl upon them in 
the manner commonly termea ‘‘fire-gild- 
ing.“ A very curious invention is a device 
for keeping the mouth open while singing. 
The contrivance has aspring which may be 
set = asto expand the jaws atany desired 
angle. 
asculine vanity is concerned in the n- 
esis of about eighty patents for various kinds 
of mustache guards. Some of these con- 
trivances take the form of metal attach- 
ments for the cup or glass. One such isa 

old plate with a spring, which may be fas- 
ened to any drinking vessel at a moment's 
notice. Another is specially designed for 
beer glasses. A tube connected with it goes 
down deep into the beer, so that the mus- 
tached drinker is able to avoid the foam. 
Similar devices are applied to spoons. Other 
guards are to be worn like spectacles some- 
what, with wires to pass back of the ears of 
the wearerand hold them on. The shield 
for the mustache is of gold or silver, or of 
fine gold wire net. More simple is a pair of 
wire springs in the shape ofa helix, one of 
which is made to envircle each wing of the 
hirsute ornament, keeping it away from the 
mouth. 

In buying a cosmetic it is safest to select a 
patented article, because Uncle Sam will not 
grant patent rights for any article that is in- 
jurious. Thatis one reason why most mak- 
ers of such preparations keep their compo- 
sitions secret and content themselves with 
trademarks and labels. The patent office re- 
= all that are ‘‘injurious to the well- 

eing or sound morals of society.’’ A pat- 
ented cosmetic has been analyzed by skilled 
Government chemists and has stood the test 
of novelty’ and usefulness. The same re- 
marks apply to foods. A recent application 
for a patent on a liguid preparation for 
brightening the eyes, alleged to ‘‘intensify 
their color and brilliancy,’’ was refused be- 
cause it contained a harmful drug. One face- 
wash submitted not long ago revealed on 
examination the presence of corrosive sub- 
limate as an ingredient. 

A rather curious and seemingly useful in- 
vention is a rubber basin for employment by 
barbers in shampooing. It is fastened upon 
the head of the customer in such a manner 
as to eneircle the crown. The attachment 
being water-tight, the tonsortal artist is 
enabdied to give the halr and scalp a thor- 
ough scrubbing with soapand water, while 
the person under treatment sits in the chair 
and reads a newspaper. A contrivance of 
the same material, even more interesting, is 
a disease-proof sult of clothes, intended to 
be worn by an Operating surgeon. It 
complete suit of rubber armor, somewhat re- 
sembling a diver’s dress. Being air-tight,no 
germs can enter it. Beneath each foot is a 
small dellows, which, being compressed dy 
the action of walking, blows fresh air 
through the armor. Ide air enters and is 
filtered through a germ-proof diaphragm 
under the foot, passing upward and out 
through a similar dlaphragm at the top of 
the head. The physicianis enabled to see 
by two glass eye- pieces.

atter are of asbestos, being intended to pro- 
tect the wearer against flames and stiding 
smoke. Fresh alr is obtained through a 
tube. One of the oldest of patented articles 
isa sort of locket, of either asbestos or lava, 
to be carried in the ket of anybody who 
starts on a railway journey. If there is an 
accident and he is burned UP the locket, be- 
ing of a material indestructible by fire, will 
be found intact with his charred and other- 
wise unrecognigable remains. On the out- 
side it ig stamped with the words, Address 
inside.’’ On opening it the under discovers 
the name and address of the unfortunate 
traveler, whose body, being thus identified, 
is promptly shipped to his home. 
here is a patent tomDstone, on the draw- 
ing submitted for which by the inventor ap- 
pears his epitaph. It reads: 
Here lies Windell, 
An inventor by trade;

A device for attachment to a tombstone isa 
small fat case containing a photograph of 
the late lamented, On the cover, which is 
movable, are inscribed the words: Look at 
mo and cover my face.“ A Very curious in- 
vention is a device for irrigating iand by 
means of a Dalloon. The fly gas- bag is 
held captive while aloft, its movement being 
controlled by long ropes and horses. It car - 
ries a sprinkling tube, which is connected by 
a hose of great length with a spring or other 
water reservoir on the earth. us it be- 
stows anartificial rain upon the parched 
fields. The idea comes from Colorado. 

Another interesting idea from the West is 
a tornado-proof house. It revolves on a 
pivot, witha big weather-vane at one end 
andja six-pound;cannon looking oat of a port- 
nole atthe other. When a revolving storm- 
cloua strikes the dwelling, the latter neces- 
sarily turns to free it, and the six- pounder is 
automatically discharged into the miast of 
the twister, destroying it. This notion 
is adopted from the well-known practice of 
firing guos from ships at waterspouts which 
approach dangerously near. 

ere isa photographic device for taking 
burglars’ pictures inthe act of burglarising 
safes. Among other queer inventions is a 
luminous cat, tofrighten rats and mice at 
night; a wire hook like a small shepherd’s 
crook in shape, for catching ehickens, and a 
process for preserving oysters in a batter of 
plaster paris, which hardens about them 
and keeps out the air. But the ideas that 
have not been patented—for which patents 
haye been refused—are the funny ones. If 
they could be assembied in a book its readers 
would surely die with laugning.

ENTERTAINING A “MOB.” 


An At- Home Is a Successful Method of 
Paying Sooial Debts. 


In those primitive regions where neighbors 
throw a shawl over their heads and drop 
in'“ for a gossip, at- homes“ and at- 
home“ days are an unnecessary luxury. 
But wherever men have down-town busi- 
ness and women board meetings, ‘‘at- 
homes’’ are not only convenient, Dut essen- 


tial to the social happiness. 

For a woman to assume an ‘‘at-home’’ day 
means not that she will invariably be out to 
her friends at all other times, but that she 
will invariably be in to her acquaintances on 
that day. It does not imply that she has in- 
vited them to any sort of social function,that 
she has spent any money on their entertain- 
ment or has provided a feast.

A veteran and most successful washer - 
woman says that the secret of well laundered 
clothes consists of three things sorting. 
soaking and sunshine.’’ There are, of course, 
other processes, but these are the most im- 
portant features connected with laundry 
work. 

On the day before the washing the clothes 


should de sorted into several piles, body 
linen, household linen, fine things, coarse 
ones and flannels. Each articie should be 
moistened, rubbed with soap and put to 
soak in warm water. The next day the 
washing should be done, using good yellow 
soap, and a little soda to soften the water. 
Two washings through warm water anda 
thorough wringing should precede the doll - 


ing. 

From the Dolfler the clothes should de 
dropped into a tub of clear, cold water and 
wrung out of that into the biue water. 
Whether the clothes are wrung wut by hand 
or by machine, two people are required to 
pene them. They should be hung on the 
lines in the sunshine, and the light will com- 
plete the whitening begun by soap and 
water. 

Fiannels should not be soaked. They 
should not have soap rubbed on them, but 
should be shaken into a lather. They should 
be washed in tepid instead of very hot or 
cold water.

SOME KITCHEN ECONOMIES. 


The Stock Pot and Dripping Pan Should 
Lessen Expenses. 

The truly economic housewife is not the 
one who ‘‘goes without’? things, but she 
who makes daintied out of odds and ends. 
The woman who does not leave soup out of 
her everyday dinners, but who makes soup 
stock of scraps of bone, meat, ish and vege- 
tables, is the thrifty one, and she who has 
learned not to get along without fried dishes 
because butter and lard are expensive, but 
to utilize drippings, is the truly saving one. 

The stock pot should be always simmering. 
Into it pleces of cooked and uncooked meats, 
bones, scraps of vegetables and the remains 
of sauces should go. Each evening it should 
be carefully skimmed, strained and allowed 
to cool. Then it is ready to go into the earth- 
enware jug, where stock is kept, always 
ready for soup or sauces. In cold weather a 
week is not too long to Keep stock. 

Drippings from beef and pieces of fat trim - 
med from various sorts of meat may be clari- 
fled and saved to be used instead of lard and 
butter in making plain pastry and cake and 
infrying. Pare beef drippings have a flavor 
closely resembling butter, and any sort of 
home prepared frying fat is greatly to be 
preferred to lard.
